1 . IN DISCUSSIONS WITH MEMBERS OF THE BUCHAREST FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
CENTER OVER THE LAST THREE YEARS IT SEEMS THAT A POTENTIAL MUTUAL 
BENEFIT MAY RESULT FROM AN ARRANGEMENT WHERE M.A. DEGREE CANDIDATES 
IN TOEFL AND LINGUISTICS FROM THE UNIVERSITY OF WASHINGTON WOULD 
TEACH INTENSIVELY FOR SHORT PERIODS IN THE ADULT ENGLISH CLASSES 
OFFERED BY THE BFLC. THIS INTERNSHIP WOULD BE IDEAL BOTH IN 

TERMS OF TIME (OUR ACADEMIC QUARTERS CORRESPOND TO THE 90 DAY 
COURSES ) AND IN TERMS OF VITAL EXPERIENCE WITH ADULT LEARNERS 
BEGINNING VIRTUALLY FROM SCRATCH. THE U.W. CANDIDATES WOULD BE RE- 
QUIRED TO HAVE FINISHED MOST ALL OF THEIR REQUIREMENTS TO BE 
ELIGIBLE FOR THE PROGRAM. THESE STUDENTS NORMALLY HAVE HAD 
SOME MINOR TEACHING EXPERIENCE ALREADY, BUT WOULD BENEFIT 
ENORMOUSLY FROM PARTICIPATION IN A CHALLENGING PROGRAM 
FROM BEGINNING TO END. THE BFLC ENGLISH PROGRAM WOULD 
BENEFIT AS WELL FROM ENTHUSIASTIC SPECIALISTS WITH NATIVE 
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ABILITY IN THE LANGUAGE. 

2. I UNDERSTAND THAT DEAN DUMITRU CHITORAN IS INTERESTED 
IN THIS PROPOSAL, BUT IT HAS NOT YET BEEN BROACHED WITH THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION. IT SEEMS PROBABLE THAT THIS WOULD BE 
AN EFFECTIVE AND ECONOMIC WAY TO USE ONE OF THE SEVERAL 
LECTURESHIPS NOW OPEN UNDER THE ROMANIAN- AMERICAN CULTURAL 
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AGREEMENT. THE ROMANIAN SIDE WOULD BE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
HOUSING AND A SALARY FOR A FULL-TIME TEACHER. THE DE- 
PARTMENT HAS INDICATED THAT TRANSPORTATION WOULD BE PROVIDED 
FROM U.S. SIDE. DUE TO SHORT PERIOD AND PEDAGOGICAL NATURE 
OF PROGRAM NO DOLLAR SUPPLEMENT WOULD SEEM NECESSARY. A 
JOINT COMMITTEE OF THE LINGUISTICS DEPARTMENT AND THE 
COLLEGE OF EDUCATION UNDER THE AEGIS OF THE COUNCIL ON 
LANGUAGE LEARNING AT THE UNIVERSITY OF WASHINGTON WOULD 
PROVIDE A SCREENING COMMITTEE AND SECRETARIAL ASSISTANCE 
FOR THE PROGRAM. 

3. REQUEST EMBASSY BUCHAREST MAKE INITIAL CONTACTS WITH 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION IN THIS MATTER. IF THE MINISTRY WISHES 
TO DISCUSS THIS FURTHER AND WILL SEND ME THE APPROPRIATE IN- 
VITATION FOR VISA PURPOSES, I CAN COME TO BUCHAREST FROM 
SOFIA IN LATE FEBRUARY FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION. HOPEFULLY THE 
DEPARTMENT WILL COVER MY TRAVEL COSTS. MEANWHILE, I WILL 
CONTACT PROFESSOR VICTOR HANZELI, UNIVERSITY OF WASHINGTON 
COUNCIL ON LANGUAGE LEARNING, WHO WILL HANDLE LOCAL AR- 
RANGEMENT AT UNIVERSITY.
